Ex-Submariner Teaches at SAC; 
On First Sub To Sink Jap Ships 
Outside Tokyo Bay In World War Il

From CCC to SAC. The first initials don’t mean muct 

to the younger generation. but the second do. To Mr. Norman 
Dilley, physics instructor at SAC, both sets of initials have : 
Jot of meaning and there are a lot of years and experiences 


in between. 

During these years Mr. Dilley 
served as educational advisor to & 
CCC group and served during the 
years of World War II as radio of- 
ficer in a submarine tracking Jap- 
anese shipping. 

Born in Garrison, North Dakota 
and educated in Lake Wood, Wis- 
consin Mr, Dilley joined the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps in 1937. 
He spent two years as assistant 
educational advisor to a group in 
Drummond, Wisconsin and became 
handy with a camera and radio. 


Joins Navy 


In 1939 Mr. Dilley returned to 
Lake Wood and opened a camera 
shop there. But he decided that he 
somehow didn’t care to spend 
another cold winter in Wisconsin, 
so he joined the U. S. Navy and 
was promptly ‘stationed for the 
winter in cold Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station near Chicago. 


In 1940 Mr. Dilley was trans- 


ferred to the submarine Pollack 


based ‘at Pearl Harbor after being 
stationed for a time in San Pedro 
and sailing between San. Pedro and 


‘Hawaii as radio operator on the 


diesel spare supply ship the U.S.S. 
Antares, It was on board the Pol- 
lack, 100 miles from Hawaii that 
Dilley heard the message over his 
earphones “Air raid on Pearl Har- 
bor not a drill” and received orders 
to “continue on present course, 
when enemy is sighted, auteeree 
and attack.” 


After two days more at sea they 
returned to Pearl Harbor where, 
says Mr. Dilley, they were all

Last summer he. was offer 
ed the position of physics instruct 
or at SAC and accepted.
